What Will Be the Next Great Scien- 
tific Achievement? 


Speaking of the wonders of human at- 
tainment, we give below the opinions of 
several scientists relative to what will 
probably be the next great scientific 
achievement. 

William Marconi, the inventor of the 
wireless telegraphy, says: “In every land 
men of science are patiently studying the 
problem of utilizing the energy of the sun 
—storing it in fact—so that the generation 
of electric force may be cheapened by its 
use to a point where the storage battery 
on a large scale will be an economic as well 
as an academic possibility. The wasted 
energy in coal as now used may, in the 
interval, be brought to do its work and so 
bring about the monster storage battery 
sooner than we now expect. But sooner or 
later we shall enslave the*sun’s rays to our 
uses.” ee. oe 


Thomas A. Edison says that “ninety per 
cent of the energy stored in coal is now 
lost. It goes off in heat, from chimneys, 
and is especially wasted in the process of 
converting water into steam. However, I 
predict that means will be devised by which 
this enormous waste will be saved. When 
it is done the production of power will be 
revolutionized. It will enable an ocean 
liner to cross the ocean in three days, with 
an expenditure of about one-tenth the 
amount of fuel now required.

The 
greatest enterprises today are those on an 
electrical basis.”

From 
recent experiments, I feel certain that 
within a short time we shall be able to be 
in wireless communication betwesn our 
station, atop the Metropolitan Tower in 
New York and the Eiffel Tower in Paris.”

The record for circling the globe wa 
broken last month—also by Americans. 
Two New York schoolboys, Walter Drew 
and John Mugnich, accompanied by the 
Rey. A. A. King and J. J. Conway, made 
the trip around the world in 41 days and 
8 hours. This record was made in little 
more than half the time prophesied by 
Jules Verne in his famous book “Around 
the World in Eighty Days.” Nellie Bly 
made the trip in 67 days in 1890 for The 
New York World, and for years this stood 
as a remarkable achievement. The best 
previous record-until last month was 43 
days. 

If it had not been for a bad wreck and 
other unavoidable delays, causing the party 
to miss steamboat connections, the trip 
around the world would have been made in 
35 days. Indeed, if all the trains and 
steamships run on schedule time, it is prac- 
tically possible to make Lie prip around the 
world in thirty days—Detroit Tribune.

The Polar Controversy.

Dr. Frederick A. Cook was born June 10, 
1864, at Callicoon, N. Y. The birth hour 
was not given the writer, but analogy points 
to its having been between 12:13 and 12:15 
p.m. This time gives Uranus at the zenith 
(usual in nativities of explorers, and square 
to the ascendant, giving ability as well as 
the taste for scientific research and discov- 
ery. 

This is an aspect of great determination 
working for achievement along unique and 
adventurous lines far out of the beaten 
path. 25 

Virgo rising shows his modesty; also his 
aptness, even in his early school days, for 
survey, exploration, etc., as this sign swal- 
lows earthology, geography, topography, 
ec, just as a fish takes to water, and with-

out the Virgo ascendant his Uranian tastes 
and talents would not likely have inclined 
toward geological exploration. 

The tendency toward northern explora- 
tion is shown by the longitude of Uranus, 
which was 24° 55’ of Gemini at his birth. 
That is, it was just 5° 5’ from the most 
northern point of the ecliptic (0° Cancer), 
and only 12 of arc short of its maximum 
declination (terrestial latitude), or very 
near its “fartherest-north” point till its next 
extreme northern declination abqut 1950. It 
passed highest latitude early in 1866, the 
rate of increased and decreased declination 
being very slow at the northern and south- 
ern points of the ecliptic. Now the most 
northern point on the ecliptic (0° Cancer) 
is only 23° 27’ north latitude, and far from 
the north pole, but, astrologically consid- 
ered, this point is representative of the 
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pole, as, broadly speaking, the passage of 
a planet over that point brings it to the 
zenith at a higher latitude than when in 
other points of its orbit.

Therefore, astrologically, we find Dr. 
Cook’s native Uranus 5° 5’ from the astro- 
logical pole, and its “directed” place in his 
chart 27° 30’ Gemini, or just 2° 30’ south 
of the pole; and here it is well to remem- 
ber that the last three degrees separating 
him from the pole were covered in a dash. 

This dash would be covered by the na- 
tive Moon in his chart, as it was in good 
aspect to Uranus (indicating speedy jour- 
neys) ,and is about 0° 31’ of Virgo (the 
earth sign), forming a good aspect, or, as 
astrologers would call it, a “good transla- 
tion” to the pole within a half degree. 

His “directed” Moon has, during his re- 
turn and subsequent announcement of the 
discovery, passed a good aspect of Uranus 
and the pole, and thus brought out the 
native indications. 

We also find Saturn on the ascendant of 
this figure or nativity, which shows great 
patience and persistence, as well as con- 
siderable reserve; also that it was. sorely 
afflicted by Mars and Neptune on the 7th 
house (the angle of rivals, public oppon- 
ents, contention, etc.), thus indicating 
Peary, especially as Neptune rules the sea 
and navy, just as Saturn in the ascendant 
suggests the title of Dr. to Mr. Cook. 

This was not a particularly evil combine, 
especially as the opposing planets “smiled” 
upon Venus (the great arbitrator and 
peacemaker) on the ninth house (scientific 
societies, etc.), and in the present contro- 
versey this indicates the trouble will be 
settled satisfactorily so far as science is 
concerned. However, the “directed” 12th 
and 6th houses (angles of personal trouble, 
privation, food, personal possessions, sec- 
ret enemies, etc.) has joined the native 
places of Saturn on the ascendant and Mars 
and Neptune on the 7th house, and brings 
out the native evil in the form of the trou- 
bles and trials in the far north, and the 
bitterness of the present controversy. 


Air of Mystery Accounted For.

Political parties spring into existence with 
brilliant men at their heads, each sincerely 
antagonistic to the plans of the others. We 
cannot even decide satisfactorily the small 
matters of every-day life, when to plant and 
when to harvest. Above all other contro- 
versy stands that of religious belief. What 
spectacle more sorrowful than to see hon- 
est, noble men and women in bitter conflict 
with one another over such a sacred thing? 

Let us again turn to the stars and ask 
of them the solution of this mighty prob- 
lem. Why? 

After all, it is not so difficult. We each 
occupy a certain mental plane and we see 
things only from that plane. The sign 
occupied by the sun and moon in our birth 
chart, together with the rising sign, shows 
our mental capacity, while the aspects of 
Mercury and the moon, together with that 
of the rising planet, if there is one, shows 
our mental ability. Does this not seem 
simple? 


Influence of Planet Jupiter. 


The native whose mind receives the full 
influx of the planet Jupiter, sees no need 
of radical change in anything. He firmly 
believes that with a few minor exceptions, 
things are as they should be. He is faith- 
ful to his. political party and takes great 
pleasure in the rites and ceremonies of his 
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religion, looking upon any change in them 
as a sacrilege. 

On the other hand the native.of Uranus 
is always ahead of his time. In politics, he 
stirs up a revolution at once. In religion 
he branches off for himself and is never 
tired of railing at what he terms the anti- 
quated superstitions of the ignorant. These 
are only two types of mental polarity, for 
there is an infinite number of types, and 
shadings. For instance, the natives of the 
airy duplicity will agree well on general 
principles, but unless there is some other 
harmony they will not agree on particulars. 
So it is that throughout the world there is 
contention even among enlightened people. 

As I said before, this state of affairs is 
especially deplorable in the realm of re- 
ligion. There are beliefs beyond number, 
each with its faithful following. Even 
Christianity is divided into about two hun- 
dred sects. 

The cause is that people see things from 
different planes of polarity, and just as all 
things look blue when looking through a 
blue glass; so do all things look a certain 
way when viewed from that standpoint. 

The only remedy for this discord is for 
all of us to recognize the truth, that there 
are different planes, and that from the 


plane occupied by our neighbor perhaps he 


sees the truth as well or better than we dg 
from ours. 

A man seeing a house from the opposite 
side might give a very different description 
of it than we would from our standpoint. 
Likewise another man who had gone en- 
tirely around the house might differ from 
either, and a man on the inside would have 
a hard time understanding any of us. Yet 
all our descriptions might be perfectly ac- 
curate from our perspective. 

Recognizing this Law of Polarity and its 
bearing on life will enlarge our mental 
horizon and lead us not only to a tolerance 
of the opinions, beliefs and failings of oth- 
ers, but to true charity.

A great deal of interest has been awak- 
ened recently in the supernormal powers 
of clairaudience and clairsentience. Helen 
Kellar is reported to be the finest type of 
what, in technital terms, is called kines- 
thesia or clairsentience or sensitiveness. 
Popular psychologists and medical men do 
not imagine for a moment that her sensi- 
tiveness is anything more than an exquisite, 
refined, or acute development of the normal 
sense of feeling. And yet how much of 
the supernormal enters into that develop- 
ment these learned men of science are not 
qualified to say. That it is not all normal 
power, Helen Kellar herself may not be 
able to say. Still she exercises it, and 
brings to the surface of her self-conscious- 
ness many hitherto wonderfuband inexplic- 
able phenomena. 

Clairsentience is a supernormal power 
raised to a degree of expression impossible 
in the sphere of the sense limitations. 

One power which is atrophied by disuse, 
as blindness or the sense of hearing, may 
lend its strength to another which is oper- 

„ative, and so the sense which is active 
often receives the added strength of the 
silenced power.- This is not, however, true 
of the supernormal powers. Nor does it 
follow: that a power becomes supernormal 
because very acute. 


“Feeling After God.” 
The supernormal power of clairsentience, 


the basis of all other supernormal develop- 
ments, and the finer expressions of the 
supernormal powers of clairvoyance and 
clairaudience, is such- sensitiveness as 
springs primarily from the inorganic and 
superphysical side of man’s being, and 
therefore cannot be explained by the usual 


hypotheses of normal psychology. It is to 
the feeling that Paul referred, when he 
spoke to the Athenians of that “feeling 


after God,” by a spiritual power, not of 
the senses at all. This does not Seem 
remarkable now in the light of modern, 
advanced science, New Thought, Spirit- 
ualism and Theosophy. Paul elaborated 
what he meant by such bold statement 
uttered so fearlessly in his day, by his 
teachings in the Corinthians, where he par- 
ticularly calls the attention of his adherents 
to the gifts of the Spirit,.and so hints at 
what now we have come to accept as 
supernormal and accessible powers of the 
Soul, possessed by all. 

Morbidity, temperament, sentiment, emo- 
tion, mere feeling of pain or pleasure are 
not what is meant by clairsentience; for 
in it there is none of that sort of experi- 
ence or thing. It is as far above material 
things as spirit is above the body it in- 
habits. When it was said to be super- 
physical, all that was meant by that word 
was, above the physical. One develops 
clairsentience by being spiritual, living 
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above earthly things and getting as far 
away from temperamental and sense states 
as is conceivable and possible. 

On clairsentience rests that extraordi- 
nary supernormal power called clairaudi- 
ence, by which the still small voice of the 
silence is heard, and by which a means of 
communication with the inhabitants ot tne 
spirit world is established. Clairaudience 
is not that popular manifestation of Spirit- 
ualism, which so many have heard demon- 
strated through mediums, called inde- 
pendent voices. These voices are audible 
and material, while the clairaudient voice 
or voices are immaterial or spiritual in 
their character. 


How to Hear the Voice of a Spirit. 


To hear a spirit clairaudiently one must 
develop clairsentience, or communication 
with the departed loved ones on the spirit 
side of life will be impossible. The spirits 
cannot communicate collectively by clair- 
audience, unless a spokesman acts as a 
mediator and voices the thought for all. 
Each spirit must speak in his turn, and 
so one can investigate and examine the 
different influences by the use they make 
of their resources. True, each one must 
use the brain and intelligence of the instru- 
ment employed, and even the language, 
idioms. of speech, and other individual 
characteristics of the mortal, who is in 
telepathic touch with the excarnate spirit. 
How few realize this important limitation 
placed upon a spirit. And how many ex- 
pect supernatural results, which have never 
been possible and never can be possible, 
because there is a law which the spirits 
excarnate must obey in communicating 
with our world. When this is understood, 
there will be less cry of fraud in certain 
quarters, and more humbleness in investi- 
gation in others. 


Clairaudience is the voice of the silence 
—not the voice of God, as that voice is 
understood; and yet the vox dei cannot be 
heard except in the silence, so that the 
voice of God may be said to be the su- 
preme voice of silence. 

How still one must be to hear the voice 
of a spirit few realize. As much, if not 
more attention must be given to the audi- 
ence of a spirit than to the mere sounds 
which convey an intelligent message to 
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the audible ear of a mortal. Still one hears 
this inner voice as truly and as distinctly 
as any audible voice. But it does not speak 
to us in and by sounds. 


It Makes No Noise. 

It is clairsentient, and always registers a 
throb or pulse of feeling with it—either 
in one’s hands or elsewhere, wherever one 
is the most sensitive. ` 

It is very possible that one can receive 
the silent voice without any other mani- 
festation. But in my own case, a throb or 
pulse is registered with the voice, in the 
form of a cool, etherial breeze, which 
seems to exhale or ooze out, as it 
were, from the palm of my hand, 
or the breeze blows about my lips 
or the region of the eyes. The voice 
is followed by different impulses or throbs 
as one will receive raps on a table or on any 
material object in further corroboration of 
what the voice-has spoken. This voice is 
the voice of our spirit friends, and it is 
telepathic and sent as a thought, from them. 
Personally, I can carry on lengthly conver- 
sations with my spirit friends, and they in- 
variably differentiate between what they 
would say as a mortal, if they were with 
me in a body, and what they say as a spirit 
excarnate. The reason for this is obvious. 
They come to make us happy, to inspire us 
with courage, to comfort and guide us, and 
bestow upon us the superlative wisdom, 
that which is the best and the purest, and 
the result of ages of experience. What is 
our attitude to them? Is it willingness to 
learn or boasted ignorance and the cock- 
sureness of inexperience? If none of these 
mental and spiritual attitudes afflict us, 
then, as we are humble and childlike, pure 
in our lives and our thoughts, so will we 
unfold, and so will our spirit friends who 
love us and are of the higher spheres come 
to us to bless us. 


When awakened to the Harmonious Law 
of the Universe, you will find you are 
dwelling in the boundless Ocean of Life, 
with all the Forces around you seething 
with Love, Faith and Charity. This awak- 
ening to the Powers that be means every- 
thing to the soul of man. Sources of great 
strength are being turned into channels of 
earth-consciousness, removing all obstacles 
to man’s developments.—Evalyn Davis.
